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CARL  A.  SEAWARD 


Since  his  retirement  from  the  active  ministry  to  his  home  here  in  Dan- 
bury  in  1967,  Carl  gave  continuously  of  his  time  and  talents  to  make  Dan- 
bury  a  better  community.  As  Selectman  from  1970  to  1973  and  again  as 
Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  from  1973-79,  he  served  his  Town  faithfully  and 
well.  Those  of  us  who  worked  with  him  came  to  love  and  respect  him  for  his 
dedication  and  tireless  efforts  for  the  community  in  which  he  lived. 

As  a  member  of  the  Bicentennial  Committee  in  1976,  he  served  on  the 
committee  that  procured  and  erected  street  signs  throughout  the  Town.  Due 
in  large  part  to  Carl's  efforts,  the  little  common  in  the  center  of  town  be- 
came a  place  of  beauty. 

He  was  vitally  interested  in,  and  an  active  member  of  Danbury  His- 
torical Society,  serving  as  its  Vice  President  in  1975. 

In  1981,  he  was  awarded  the  Community  Citizen  of  the  Year  Award  by 
Blazing  Star  Grange  for  his  outstanding  service  to  the  community. 

Danbury  is  a  better  place  because  Carl  lived  among  us  and  worked  for 
our  Town.  Those  of  us  who  were  privileged  to  call  him  friend  and  neighbor 
are  grateful  for  the  precious  memories  we  have. 
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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

This  past  year  has  seen  the  loss  of  two  of  Danbury's  former  Selectmen, 
Reverand  Carl  A.  Seaward  and  Irving  Thomas.  We  wish  to  remember  these 
two  fine  gentlemen  for  their  contributions  to  making  Danbury  a  better  place 
to  be. 

As  reported  in  our  annual  report  last  year,  we  are  still  in  turmoil  over 
the  uncertainty  of  state  and  federal  revenues  and  the  costs  passed  on  to  the 
towns  by  the  school  and  county.  It  makes  it  difficult  to  estimate  tax  impact 
when  planning  expenditures  with  these  uncertainties  of  income.  Town  con- 
trol of  your  tax  dollar  is  limited  to  about  22%  of  the  tax  bill  while  county 
costs  account  for  S^o  and  school  for  the  lions  share  of  70% . 

The  Selectmen  would  like  to  thank  the  men  who  served  on  the  commit- 
tee to  purchase  the  new  highway  truck,  it  has  been  purchased  with  a  new 
sander  and  plow  hookup. 

The  Echo  Glen  project  was  completed  this  summer  to  provide  safe  and 
adequate  access  to  those  residents  who  were  not  provided  for  by  the  de- 
velopers. This  project  was  paid  for  by  funds  raised  through  the  sale  of  lots 
taken  by  tax  sale  and  a  court  settlement  reached  by  the  Attorney  Generals 
Office. 

Efforts  are  still  underway  to  better  insulate  and  make  more  efficient 
our  town  buildings.  The  new  overhead  door  was  installed  in  the  town  shed 
to  allow  the  new  truck,  loader  and  grader  to  be  brought  into  the  shed  for  re- 
pairs when  necessary.  The  library  ceiling  was  completely  insulated  and  new 
storm  windows  installed.  The  town  hall  has  received  a  new  layer  of  insula- 
tion atop  the  old  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  building. 

Again  this  year  we  ask  for  funds  to  continue  making  improvements  to 
the  town  records  and  an  improved  access  to  the  second  floor  of  the  town 
hall,  a  large  usable  area  accessible  only  by  narrow  folding  stairs. 

We  were  to  have  the  Town  Hall  painted  this  past  fall  but  the  winter 
weather  arrived  too  soon  and  the  chosen  contractor  has  agreed  to  do  it  in 
the  spring  for  the  same  price. 

The  Selectmen  realized  substantial  savings  by  combining  all  of  our  in- 
surance poUcies  and  taking  bids  on  them.  We  have  changed  agencies  and 
have  increased  the  coverage  on  all  the  town  buildings,  added  police  officers 
and  public  officials  liability  coverage  and  have  ended  up  with  a  policy  which 
costs  less  than  before  with  a  greater  amount  of  coverage. 

The  landfill  has  taken  a  considerable  amount  of  the  selectmens  time 
and  interest  in  monitoring  the  situation  there.  Unsure  of  what  the  future 
holds  for  Danbury  there  and  whether  the  site  will  even  re-open  in  the  spring 
have  cast  doubts  upon  the  towns  present  situation  in  disposing  of  our  rub- 
bish. The  owners  have  spent  considerable  amounts  of  money  to  attempt  to 


stop  the  pollution  of  Jack  Wells  brook  and  we  hope  their  efforts  are  success- 
ful. 

We  urge  the  voters  to  seriously  consider  the  article  on  semi-annual  tax 
billing  when  they  come  to  town  meeting.  By  doing  this  the  town  can  save 
considerable  amounts  of  interest  that  they  now  have  to  pay  on  Tax  Antici- 
pation borrowing.  Also  it  would  be  much  easier  for  many  of  the  tax  payers 
to  pay  their  tax  bill  on  a  six  month  basis,  instead  of  having  to  come  up  with 
all  of  the  money  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  selectmen  would  have  the  town 
funds  available  during  the  year  when  the  budget  items  are  being  spent  there- 
fore, eliminating  many  of  the  cash  flow  problems  that  we  now  experience. 

We  are  again  asking  the  voters  to  consider  having  the  selectmen  appoint 
the  constable  instead  of  having  the  position  elected  by  the  voters.  The  job 
continually  demands  more  time  and  professional  training  and  in  order  to 
have  this  type  of  person  seek  the  job  on  a  year  by  year  basis  not  knowing  if 
they  would  be  re-elected  and  therefore  it  is  becoming  very  difficult  to  find 
anyone  to  take  the  position  and  do  the  work  the  way  it  should  be  done. 

We  wish  to  express  our  sincere  thanks  for  the  work  that  all  town 
officials  have  done  this  past  year,  many  times  with  out  compensation.

17.  (By  Petition)  To  see  if  the  Town  wished  to  adopt  the  provisions 
of  RSA  76:15-a  related  to  the  Semi- Annual  collection  of  Taxes.  This  would 
allow  the  Selectmen  to  authorize  the  issuance  of  Semi-Annual  property  tax 
bills  which  would  amount  to  one-half  of  the  previous  year's  property  tax 
bill  to  be  billed  on  July  1  of  each  year. 

18.  (By  Petition)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  continue  a  five  person  committee  and  one  Selectman  as  an  ex-officio 
member,  for  a  period  of  one  year,  to  maintain;  the  rules  and  regulations  to 
govern  the  use  of  the  Town  Hall.

21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  an  amount 
not  to  exceed  $8,(X)0.(X)  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  poHce  cruiser  for  the 
poUce  department;  •  The  above  sum  to  be  raised  as  follows:  $3,0(X).00  to 
be  raised  by  taxes  this  year,  $5,(XX).00  to  be  raised  by  issuance  of  a  long  term 
note  to  be  repaid  over  two  years  at  $2,500.00  per  year  plus  interest. 

22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  contract  with 
data  processing  firms  for  the  computerization  of  tax  bills  for  the  Town. 

23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  accept 
gifts  and/or  Federal  or  State  aid  in  the  name  of  the  Town  of  Danbury. 

24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  withdrawal  from  the  Rev- . 
enue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local 
Assistance  Act  of  1972  for  the  use  of  setoffs  against  budget  appropriations 
in  the  amounts  indicated  below;  and,  further  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
make  pro  rata  reductions  in  the  amounts  if  estimated  entitlements  are  re- 
duced or  take  any  other  action  hereon.

DANBURY  VOLUNTEER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

Fire  Commissioners'  Report 

In  May  1982  the  fire  department  received  the  Blazing  Star  Grange 
Community  Citizen  Award.  The  Citation  accompanying  the  award  is  quoted 
below. 

"THE  COMMUNITY  CITIZEN  AWARD  is  presented  in  recognition 
of  outstanding  service  to  a  community  and  mankind.  This  award  is  an 
acknowledgement  by  the  members  of  Blazing  Star  Grange  #71  of  dedication 
and  personal  involvement  beyond  the  usual  —  this  year,  the  award  is  given, 
collectively,  for  a  very  highly  respected  group  of  VOLUNTEERS  and  their 
35  year  old  Department:  THE  DANBURY  VOLUNTEER  FIRE  DE- 
PARTMENT .  We  are  indebted  and  grateful  -  and  give  our  thanks  and  deep 
appreciation  for  all  their  hard  and  faithful  work." 

The  Volunteers  first  organized  in  1946,  and  in  March  of  1947,  (35  years 
ago)  the  Fire  Department  was  established  as  a  separate  Department  of  their 
own,  and  conducted  as  a  Volunteer  Fire  Department  operated  and  con- 
trolled by  its  own  officers  and  members.  Listed  in  the  1947  Town  Report 
were  the  following:  3  commissioners:  Fred  Hopper,  Clarence  Towse, 
Francis  O  Sheldon,  Fire  Chief:  James  Stewart,  Captain  and  Clerk:  C.C. 
Morrison,  3  lieutenants:  Clarence  Ford,  Maurice  Wells,  Roy  K.  Sargent,  22 
members,  $2,500.00  worth  of  equipment  (but  no  housing  facilities),  12  fire 
calls  responded  to:  1  major,  1  out-of-town,  7  chimney  fires,  and  3  oil  stove 
explosions.  (In  1980,  there  were  40  calls  reported:  4  structural  fires,  1  ve- 
hicle, 8  brush,  2  humanitarian  assists,  1  mobile  home  fire,  16  chimney  fires, 
4  smoke  investigations,  4  mutual  aid  assists. 

Over  the  years,  the  Fire  Chiefs  serving  were:  James  Stewart,  Clarence 
Ford  (6  yrs.),  Elmer  Grace  (8  yrs.),  WiUis  Wentworth  (12  yrs.),  and  Robert 
Ford  (to  present  time  from  1977).  Commissioners  serving  have  been:  Fred 
Hopper,  Clarence  Towse,  Francis  O  Sheldon,  Ray  J.  Martin  (25  yrs.),  Syl- 
vester Pulver  (23  yrs.  -  an  extremely  dedicated  volunteer  fireman),  William 
Mallam,  Maurice  Ford  (21  yrs.  since  1961,  and  still  serving),  Lloyd  West 
and  Willis  Wentworth  (both  to  present  time  from  1977). 

In  1948,  the  Town  voted  to  raise  $800.00  to  buy  from  S.J.  Ford,  the 
two  buildings  previously  used  as  grain  houses  -  1  building  for  the  Town 
Garage  and  the  other  to  house  the  Fire  Equipment  -  thus,  the  Department 
had  its  first  roof.  Each  year  thereafter,  the  taxpayers  have  given  some 
minimal  assistance  to  help  with  operating  expenses.  The  bulk  of  the  finances 
have  come  from  the  many  hours  of  Volunteer  Work  raising  funds  thru  their 
monthly  drawings,  annual  raffle  -  famous  turkey  supper  -  and  dance.  It  has 
taken  a  lot  of  thought,  planning,  and  hours  -  hours  -  and  hours  to  raise 
funds,  construct  buildings,  maintain  equipment,  and  respond  to  fire  alarms. 
In  addition,  they  have  furnished  a  meeting  place  for  organizations  such  as: 
Fish  and  Game  Club,  Dental  Clinics,  the  4-H,  PTA,  Waukeena  Extension 
Group,  Kearsarge  Visiting  Nurse  Association's  blood  pressure  cUnics, 
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Grange  Fair,  and  sponsored  Little  League  Baseball,  Christmas  lighting 
programs,  CPR  courses,  and  helped  citizens  in  various  ways  such  as  having 
available  the  sump  pump  for  flooding  cellars,  and  a  generator  for  heating 
purposes  when  electricity  fails. 

The  Goal  of  that  first  group  of  volunteers  back  in  1947  was:  "...striv- 
ing to  complete  the  department  for  the  benefit  and  protection  of  all  the 
people  and  property  in  town  with  the  idea  in  mind  to  keep  the  cost  as  low  as 
possible  yet  prepared  to  combat  any  type  of  fire..."  TODAY,  the  Town  of 
Danbury  has  a  means  of  fire  protection  that  we  can  be  grateful  for,  thank- 
ful for,  and  proud  of  —  due  to  the  outstanding  service  by  volunteers."

ROAD  AGENT'S  REPORT 

The  following  road  projects  were  started  or  completed  during  the  year 
as  follows:  Ditched  and  sealed  3.6  miles  of  roads.  Installed  bridge  rails  on 
Eastern  District  Bridge,  Mike  Wells  Meadow,  Brad  Chase  Rd.,  Upper 
Walker  Brook.  The  base  gravel  was  completed  on  Littlefield  Road.  A  cul- 
vert was  extended  on  Littlefield  Rd. 

We  started  a  betterment  project  on  Eastern  District  Road,  to  be  com- 
pleted in  1983.  The  Echo  Glen  Road  project  was  completed  as  far  as  the 
money  we  had  available  would  go.  Some  additional  gravel  and  seeding  and 
shaping  up  had  to  be  done  this  year. 

Several  culverts  were  replaced,  others  were  cleaned  out  and  the  brush, 
and  grass  was  cut  out  around  them  to  make  them  more  visible. 

This  winter  we  have  started  betterment  projects  on  Taylor  Hill  Road 
and  Walker  Brook  Road  to  be  continued  during  the  summer  months.  Due 
to  the  mild  winter  we  have  been  able  to  cut  and  clear  much  of  the  rights-of- 
way.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDENS 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Forest  fire  prevention,  our  business,  your  business,  good  business!  This 
slogan  has  been  the  motto  of  the  N.H.  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands,  Forest 
Fire  Service  since  1909  when  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  passed  by  the  leg- 
islature. 

These  laws  set  in  place  a  cooperative  forest  fire  protection  program  of 
State  and  local  forest  fire  personnel  that  has,  in  the  past  75  years,  established 
New  Hampshire  as  a  leader  in  forest  fire  prevention  and  control.  Our  annual 
acreage  loss  to  forest  fires  of  one-half  acre  per  fire  is  the  best  in  the  nation. 
This  fire  record  has  come  about  through  the  cooperative  efforts  of  our  state/ 
town  forest  fire  protection  program.  The  state  provides  detection  of  fires, 
training  for  local  forest  fire  wardens,  low  cost  forest  fire  suppression  equip- 
ment to  local  fire  departments,  and  technical  advice  at  the  fire  ground.  Local 
governments  provide  the  volunteer  fire  fighters  who  are  appointed  as  war- 
dents  and  deputy  wardens  and  who  respond  quickly  to  suppress  reported 
forest  fires. 

This  program  has  resulted  in  a  steady  decline  in  annual  acres  lost  to 
forest  fires  since  1910  when  the  average  fire  burned  33  acres  compared  to 
the  modern  day  loss  of  one-half  acre  per  fire. 

Only  by  the  continued  cooperation  of  the  State/towns  and  our  entire 
citizenry  can  this  record  be  maintained.

Pre-school  children  and  their  parents  have  shared,  with  our  school,  in 
two  lively  parties  at  Halloween  and  Christmas  times.  We  thank  you  all  who 
came  and  helped  to  make  our  parties  so  successful.  Also,  at  Christmas  time, 
we  were  invited  to  be  in  the  Danbury  Elementary  program;  the  children 
were  pleased  to  be  included  and  they  enjoyed  doing  a  good  job  on  stage. 

We  thank  the  townspeople  who  voted  to  give  us  $100.00,  with  which  we 
have  paid  as  follows:  $52.00  to  New  England  School  Supplies;  $22.00  to  A.B. 
Dick  Company;  $14.00  to  Rhythm  Band  Inc.,;  and  $12.00  for  mimeograph 
paper.  Other  expenses  were  covered  by  the  committee  through  fund-raising:

FRANKLIN  COMMUNITY  ACTION  PROGRAM 

As  you  are  aware,  the  Community  Action  Program  generates  funds  by 
mobilizing  avilable  Federal,  State  and  Local  monies  for  the  continuation  of 
services  to  the  low  income  and  elderly  residents  of  your  community.  Sup- 
port for  the  local  Area  Center  is  a  combination  of  these  dollars  and  the  local 
tax  dollars.  This  combination  allows  the  Franklin  Area  Center,  located  at 
82  Elkins  Street  in  Franklin,  to  provide  a  variety  of  services  to  low  income 
and  elderly  clients.  The  Area  Center  is  a  basic  framework  for  local  input  for 
program  development,  needs  assessment,  for  outreach,  intake  and  referral, 
as  well  as  making  it  possible  to  provide  direct  assistance  and  services  to  resi- 
dents in  your  community.  Over  the  past  sixteen  years,  Community  Action 
has  administered  programs  which  help  low  income  people  become  self- 
supporting  and  self-sustaining  by  opening  up  economic  opportunity;  by 
mobilizing  the  resources  of  the  entire  community  to  devise  local  program 
which  show  promise  of  eliminating  poverty;  and  by  enabling  the  poor,  by 
program  participation,  to  become  involved  in  their  community. 

The  attached  budget  reflects  the  minimum  costs  of  maintaining  and 
continuing  the  operations  of  the  Franklin  Area  Center.  I  respectfully  re- 
quest that  an  item  be  placed  in  the  Danbury  Budget  in  the  amount  of  $587.00 
for  the  continuation  of  services  to  the  low  income  and  elderly  residents  of 
the  Town  of  Danbury  through  the  Franklin  Area  Center  of  the  Community 
Action  Program  Balknap-Merrimack  Counties,  Inc.  The  total  dollar  amount 
needed  from  the  local  towns  to  maintain  and  operate  the  Franklin  Area 
Center  is  $47,023.98.  The  amount  requested  is  based  on  the  community  par- 
ticipation level  and  services  provided  to  the  Town  of  Danbury. 

I  have  also  attatched  a  detailed  summary  of  the  activities  and  services 
provided  by  the  Franklin  Area  Center  to  the  town  of  Danbury.  This  pro- 
vides a  brief  description  of  our  programs  and  the  number  of  people  from 
your  community  that  participated  in  the  programs. 

The  staff  of  the  Franklin  Area  Center  sincerely  thanks  the  Town  of 
Danbury  for  the  support  you  have  shown  us  in  the  past,  and  it  is  our  hope 
that  a  positive  approach  to  our  request  be  granted,  so  that  we  may  continue 
to  provide  services  to  the  low  income  and  elderly  residents  in  your  commun- 
ity and  surrounding  towns.

4.  The  older  member  of  the  group  reserving  the  Hall  will  be  held  respon- 
sible for  its  use  during  that  time  and  clean  up  afterwards.  This  person  will 
also  be  responsible  for  picking  up  the  key  (from  Tammie  Phelps)  and  return- 
ing it  within  twenty  four  (24)  hours. 

5.  All  official  meetings  take  precedence  over  social  functions.
